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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Examiner has fully considered Applicant's amendments to the claims and arguments but they are not 
persuasive. It is examiners position that given a careful reading, the claims do not distinguish over the prior art of record. The examiner 
has given the broadest reasonable definition of the "coupling means" and modules comprising the different coupling elements with top and 
bottom and side to side connection in the claims and the Applicant's representatives arguments fail to convince of an otherwise meaning; 
Examiner asserts that given a broad reading of the "coupling means" and "coupling parts" present on a "side" as claimed are 
encompassed by each of the references. The prior art of record teaches all elements as claimed and these elements satisfy all structural, 
functional, operational, and spatial limitations currently in the claims. Therefore the standing rejections are proper and maintained. 



Examiner suggests Applicant further define the coupling parts in reference to what side they are located with either spatial or elemental 
representation, i.e. (top-bottom) (left-right) of the coupling element and define the supply line coupling with independent operation as 
argued in the 10/02/2007 response. Examiner also requests Applicant amend the drawings and specification to include the figure to be 
labeled "Figure 1". 
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
